Mr. Adams has a personal enterprise 
in section 35, 48-26, nine miles northeast 
of Aitkin, within a mile of the Missis­ 
sippi river. 
Right north of Aitkin, a 
hole put down by the Zeno Iron com­ 
pany, in charge of Victor Rakowsky, 
penetrated several hundred feet of over­ 
burden. 
A t Cedar lake, a few miles 
southeast of Aitkin, Mr. Rakowsky lost 
tho holes and failed to reach bedrock, 
because of deep surface. 
Mr. Adams found ore at a depth of 85 
feet. 
He has been working there six or 
eigtht m onths and b asat least two holes 
in ore.

Tho surface wa- only 85 feet deep, giv­ 
ing, therefore, 807 feet of iron ore and 
the full depth unknown as the drill 
lacked power to go deeper.

tains interests there, he has done no 
work for nearly a year.

In addition to the above, which is ac 
curato so far as it goes, there has been 
much work done in tho western, or 
rather southwestern, end of tho rango 
of which Mr. Morrison fails to make 
mention.

“Active operations on the Cuyuna 
range are being steadily discontinued.” 
“Last year ovor 50 diamond

territory has been pretty well explored, 
and those interested in the proposition 
know exactly what there is in the 
ground. 
“ Large quantities of iron ore have 
be n located at various depths, but it 
will not [>ay to mine it at present. 
In a 
few years, however, it will be worth 
considerable money. 
When tho demand 
becomes pressing, or when smelting 
plants have been located on the ground 
or in this state, the holder will begin to 
take out the ore. 
“A short time ago the Northern Pa 
citic people bought a large quantity 
from Cuyler Adams, who has been one 
of the chief promoters of the Cuyunn 
rango.

the vain hope of benefit. 
'The winters are cold, hut dry, the 
weather being much easier to w ith ­ 
stand th an the dam p,penetrating winds 
of Iowa an d southern Minnesota.
